ASO Takakichi and the Kyushu group^ (The other group is the former Soldcinha, 
which OGATA replaced; Secy-Genl SATO; IKHDA, chairman, Polit Affrs fiesearch 
Cte; HORI Shigcru; «party men« ^lASUTANI Shuji, HAYASHI Joji and GHO Bamboku,) 

OGATA and Co. are believed still to be closer to YOSHIDA, and to enjoy the 
eminence, prestige and authority which go with this position; but OGATA 
paHicularly has succeeded in winning the distrust and dislike of the dis* 
placed (former) Sokklx^, who, during the elections and after, have been mak- 
ing strenuous efforts to build up their support with the party's rank and file, 
and at the same time weaken 'GATA's influence. Both SATO and IKSDA have had 
considerable success in this respect. 'iVithout their support, - which he is 
unlikely to get - , it is felt that OGATA will be unable to control the party, 
even with YOSHIDA 's blessing, if and when the latter chooses to retire.
